parture to  these  airports  and  either  over  or  visible  from 
the  Queens,  New  York  area* 

Hence,  it  would  be  impossible  for  us  to  ascertain  not  only 
as  of  this  date,  but  even  as  it  occurred,  that  the  observed 
"bright  white  light"  was  not  an  aircraft*  In  any  event, 
even  had  identification  as  a UFO  been  possible,  the  object 
obviously  chose  the  wisest  course,  departing  an  already

Dear  Anyone, 

On  September  7,  196?,  while  in  Van  Cortlandt  Park  at  9j0?,  I saw  a UFO.  It  ivas 
traveling  at  500  feet  (estinate)  above  the  ground,  in  a NE  direct i^on.  I observed  this 
with  another  peBSon*  It  had  four  lights  arranged  in  a perfect  diamond  formation,  the 
"nose"  light  and  the  right  "wing"  light  were  red  and  flashed  on^ff  once  every  second. 

We  could  easily  discern  metal  between  the  four  lights,  and  the  other  two  lights  'were 
white  and  did  not  flash.  It  was  moving  at  800  irph( estimate)  when  a B-58  Hustler  came 
at  TOP  SPEED  following  the  object.  The  UFO  Then  put  on  a burst  of  speed,  dissappearln 
over  the  horizion  In  one  second.  It  easily  outdistanced  the  B-$8s'  top  speed  of  Mach  | 
2.1. 

A few  seconds  later  another  person  came  over  to  our  bench.  He  then  screamed  "Look 
up  there I"  We  followed  where  he  was  pointing  and  saw  the  same  UFO  proceeding  E to  W 
with  at  least  a five  mile  lead  on  the  Hustler  following  it.  He  was  not  here  the  fir^ 
time. 

It  may  be  plainly  coincidence,  but  three  Jet  fighters  were  flying  N to  S over  the 
area  In  which  we  sighted  the  UFO.  They  were  there  for  one-half-hour. 

I live  on  the  flight  paths  to  LaGuardia  and  Kennedy  airports  and  am  familear  with  f 

the  landing  lights  and  shill outes  of  all  civil  aircraft.  This  UFO  was  flying  at  500  • 

feet  above  the  ground,  meaning  it  could  not  be  a civil  plane  because  the  CAB  prohibits 
aircraft  to  fly  lower  than  1,000  feet  above  a populated  area. 

Y'l  can_als#.  say_with  certinity  that  it  was  a B-58  becuase  I have  read  five  aircraft 
books  that  give  military  plane  shilloutesH.  It  was  a B-53. 

Nobody  bellves  us,  but  we  know  what  we  saw.
